BLISTER BEETLE'S LIFE DUAL 


Both Blessing and Pest, Is Classifica- 


tion of Indiana State En- 


tomologist 


Indianapolis.— A "pest and a bless- 


ing all in one," is the classification of 
Ihe blister beetle by Prank N. Wallace. 
state entomologist. The beetle is now 
numerous in the fields of Indiana and 
is becoming a pest to a certain degree. 
It is an aid to the farmer because of 
its appetite for grasshoppers, how- 
ever. Discussing the insect Mr. Wal- 
lace said : 


"During the season of 1916 the com- 


parative scarcity of blister beetles 
was often commented on in this office, 
and as grasshoppers were quite numer- 
ous, a pest of the grasshoppers was 
predicted for the season of 1917. This 
prediction came true and more dam- 
age has been done this season than for 
many seasons past.

British School Children Gather Them 


to Supplant Grain for 


Munitions. 


London.—School childron all over 


England will devote their leisure time 
during the next six weeks in gather- 
ing horse chestnuts, which the govern- 
ment is able to use in unlimited quan- 
tities in the manufacture of munitions. 
Researches last year hy the Royal so- 
ciety led to the discovery that horse 
chestnuts provide a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for the grain used in certain 
processes of munition making. Every 
ton of horse chestnuts harvested will 
save half a ton of grain for human 
consumption. 
Plans made by the 


school authorities indicate that more 
than 300,000 tons of these chestnuts 
will be turned over to the government 
by school children this fall.

Lumber for Camps in France. 


"On this basis It is easy to see that 


the lumber companies will be called on 
for nt least 150,000,000 feet of lumber 
for the training camp hospitals and 
120,000,000 feet for the 'reconstruction' 
hospitals, or a grand total of 270,000,- 
000 feet for these combined purposes. 
Should these orders, overrun as much 
as the training camp orders did, the 
amount of lumber nnd timbers for 
these hospitals will be nearer 300- 
000,000 feet than less. In the mean- 
time lumber for the American troop 
camps In France will call for many 
more millions of feet of lumber ID the 
near future. 


"There are besides all this work of

OCCASIONAL DISHES. 


For the family which has toast daily 
and often have tho slices trimmed and 
crumbs 
that 
are 
left from prepar­ 
ing sandwiches as 
well as crusts, the 
problem of wasting 
none 
needs 
care­ 
ful thought. 
The 
crumbs- should be 
well dried, ground 
through the meat 
chopper, then made into bread. 
Take 
four cupfuls of hot water, a half cup­ 
ful of molasses, one yeast cake, two 
cupfuls of graham flour, and three cup­ 
fuls of bread crumbs, mix and add 
enough white flour to make a stiff 
Hough, let rise, work down, place at 
once in tins, lot rise again, and bake. 
Four 
Quarts of Grapefruit Sher­ 
bet.—Sometimes when entertaining It 
may be convenient to use the follow­ 
ing: 
Two and a half cupfuls ^nf wa­ 
ter, five cupfuls each of sugar and 
grape juice, three teaspoonfuls of gela­ 
tin, 
one and 
a 
fourth 
cupfuls 
of 
lemon juice. 
Soften the gelatin in an 
additional fourth of a cupful of wa­ 
ter, boll the sugar and water 15 min­ 
utes, cool, add fruit juice and freeze 
as usual. 
Chilli Con Carne.—Take two pods of 
fresh 
or dried 
chilli 
peppers, 
two 
pounds of round steak, one-fourth of 
a cupful of pork fat or drippings, ono 
clove of garlic, a teaspoonful of salt, 
a cupful of dried beans, four table­ 
spoon fuls of flour. 
Soak the beans 
over night and let simmer in fresh wa­ 
ter until tender. 
Discard the seeds In 
the peppers or if the dried ones are used 
soak them until soft In warm water, 
then scrape the pulp into the water 
and discard the skin. 
Cut the steak 
In small pieces and cook in fat uncil 
well browned, add the'flour, to the fat 
in the pan and stir until well browned; 
add the chilli peppers and w ater and 
stir until boiling. 
Cut two gashes in 
a clove of garlic and add it with the 
other things to the meat. 
Cover and 
let simmer two hours, adding water 
as needed, add salt. 
Meanwhile tho 
beans should have become tender, sea­ 
son with salt and pepper, and mix all 
together. 
Deviled Ham.—Cut cold boiled or 
baked ham in uniform slices. 
Mix 
together two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
ono tablespoonful of mustard, half a 
teaspoonful each of salt and paprika, 
then add Worcestershire sauce to stir 
to a paste. 
Spread a little of this on 
both sides of the ham and broil about 
two minutes on each side. 
Serve hot

For the first time In history the 
United States has sent to the front 
with 
its forces a modern 
hospital 
equipment. 
The sick and wounded 
will receive 
as 
good care as they 
could get in any hospital in the Unit­ 
ed States. Fine buildings do not make 
a fine hospital--it is the surgical and 
nursing attention which the patient re­ 
ceives, and this attention can be given 
in a tent as well as in a million-dollar 
hospital building. 
The American Ited 
Cross is sending with the army the 
best surgeons and the best nurses in 
the United States-—the best In tho 
world.

Such requirements mean that only 
the best nurses can be enrolled in the 
Red Cross service. 
Takes Soldier's Oath. 
When the enrolled Red Cross nurse 
is called upon to go to the war she 
takes an oath to support the Constitu­

domestic—the 
oath of the soldier. 
She receives an 
appointment card and badge bearing 
the 
same 
number. 
Congress 
has 
placed a penalty upon the unauthor­ 
ized wealing of the Red Cross nurses’ 
badge. 
Her uniform was white, but has 
been changed to gray on account of 
the limited laundry facilities in E u­ 
rope, with a white cap and an arm 
brassard bearing the Ited Cross in­ 
signia. 
She is also furnished a blue 
cape marked with a red cross. 
This 
uniform is more carefully protected 
against unauthorized use than that of 
a soldier in the army. 
In Europe, the 
Red Cross societies were not so strict 
in the protection of uniforms at first, 
and they had cause to regret it. 
The 
Red Cross uniform there was used by 
spies, by women of bad reputation, 


Indianapolis.—A “pest and a bless­ 
ing all in one,” Is the classification of 
the blister beetle by Frank N. Wallace, 
state entomologist. 
The beetle is now 
numerous in the fields of Indiana and 
is becoming a pest to a certain degree. 
It is an aid to the farm er because of 
its appetite for 
grasshoppers, 
how­ 
ever. 
Discussing the insect Mr. W al­ 
lace said: 
“During the season of 1016 the com­ 
parative scarcity of 
blister 
beetles 
was often commented on in this office, 
and as grasshoppers were quite numer­ 
ous, a pest of the grasshoppers was 
predicted for the season of 1017. This 
prediction came true and more dam­ 
age has been done this season than for 
many seasons past. 
“However, the blister beetles 
are 
found in such numbers over the state 
that they are becoming a pest in many 
fields, but also a blessing as they are 
the 
greatest 
means 
of 
controlling 
grasshoppers.” 


USE FOR HORSE CHESTNUTS 


British School Children Gather Them 
to Supplant Grain for 
Munitions. 


London.—School children all over 
England will devote their leisure time 
during the next six weeks in gather­ 
ing horse cliestnuts, which the govern­ 
ment is able to use in unlimited quan­ 
tities in the manufacture of munitions. 
Researches last year by the Royal so­ 
ciety led to the discovery that horse 
chestnuts provide a satisfactory sub­ 
stitute for the grain used in certain 
processes of munition making. 
Every 
ton of horse chestnuts harvested will 
save half a ton of grain for human 
consumption. 
Plans 
made 
by 
the 
school authorities indicate that more 
than 300,000 tons of these chestnuts 
will be turned over to the government 
by school children this fall. 


Only Trained Nur&cc 
When the new Red Cross was or­ 
ganized 
in 
1005 
the 
principle was 
adopted at once that not only trained 
nurses but nurses of character and 
experience vouched for by recognized 
hospitals could bo enrolled In the nurs­ 
ing service. 
Also it was recognized 
that unless such a service were grad­ 
ually built up in time of peace, unsat­ 
isfactory nurses would be bound to 
get into it In time of war. 
And so, 
although 
it 
seemed 
then 
that our 
country could never again be drawn 
Into war, the work of organizing a 
war-nursing service was started, with 
the result that today the Red Cross 
has enrolled nearly 12,000 nurses—the 
I pick of the trained nurses of the Unit- 
I ed States. 
It Is the one branch in 
which the United States is thorough­ 
ly prepared for war—better prepared, 
In fact, than any nation which ever 
went to war. 
These are the qualifications of a 
Red Cross nurse: 
She must have li yd 
at least a two years’ course of train­ 
ing in a general hospital with a dally 
average of at least 50 patients; she 
must be registered in states where 
registration is required; she must be 
at least twenty-five and not over forty 
years of age; she must be approved in 
a personal interview with a member 
of the local Red Cross committee; she 
must show her intelligence by writing 
an essay on some subject of nursing; 
she must be indorsed by the executive 
committee of an approved nurses* or­ 
ganization, by the superintendent of 
the training school from which she 
graduated, and by two members of the 
local committee on Red Cross nursing

Camp 
Hospitals and Reconstruction 
Hospitals Will Use About 300,000;- 
000 Feet— More Millions for 
Camps in France. 


Wilmington, N, C.—With 
govern­ 
ment construction of 30 “reconstruc­ 
tion” hospitals in all parts of the 
United States, and 32 local hospitals 
at each of the army cantonments and 
National Guard camps, nine officers’ 
training camps in this part of the 
country, and as many more aviation 
camps down on the boards for imme­ 
diate construction, it is given out in 
unmistakable language that the saw­ 
mills of this country will have all they 
can do to take care of government 
contracts during the balance of the 
year and for a good portion of the 
time during the first half of next year.

Makes Big Lumber Demand. 
Reviewing the situation 
at 
short 
range, the Southern Lumber Journal 
of tliis city says: 
“The announcement from Washing­ 
ton of the decision of the war depart­ 
ment to build at once 32 hospitals, one 
at each of the army cantonments- and 
National Guard camps, spells many ad­ 
ditional lumber contracts, running into 
the millions of feel, that will have to 
come from the South, as the great ma­ 
jority of these training camps are lo­ 
cated in the South and southern mills 


supply for this material, in addition 
to all this comes the further announce- 
ment that the government lias decided 
upon building immediately 10 ‘recon­ 
struction’ hospitals in as many differ­ 
ent cities, to wit; Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Buffalo, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Paul, 
Seattle, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Denver, Kansas City, St. Louis, Mem­ 
phis, Richmond, Va., Atlanta and New 
Orleans.

Economical Dishes. 


Peanut butter is a highly nourishing 


food and may be used in various wajs 
In the preparation of the meal. 


Peanut Loaf. 


To one-half cupful of finely chopped 


peanuts add a cupful of boiled rice, 
nnd one cupful of fine bread crumbs. 
Mix thoroughly, add a tablcspoonful 
of softened peanut butter, one egg, 
•well beaten, and a fouith of a teaspoon- 
ful of sage. Form into rc loaf and bake 
half an hour. Serve with tartar sauce. 


Rye Mush Meal. 


Mix a half cupful of rye meal, one- 


half cupful of cold water and a half 
teaspoonful of salt, add to one and a 
fourth cupfuls of boiling water and 
cook one hour in a double boiler. Serve 
with irmple sirup. 


Tomato Mince Meat. 


Take a peck of green tomatoes, slice 


them and let stand in salt for 24 
hours, drain and add 24 apples, five 
pounds of brown sugar, three pounds 
of raisins, two pounds of currants, a 
tablespoonful of cinnamon, a teaspooa 
ful of cloves, one grated nutmeg and 
a pint of good vinegar, cook one and a 
half hours, then put into glass cans 
and seal. 


Bread Crumb Griddle Cakes. 


Take a pint of thick sour milk, a 


half teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoon- 
ful of soda, one egg, one cupful of 
whole wheat flour and enough white 
flour to make a batter with one cupful 
of break crumbs. Beat well and cook 
on a hot giiddle. 


Oatmeal Bread. 


Pour two cupfuls of scalded milk on 


one and a half cupfuls of uncooked 
oatmeal; add two tnblespoonfuls of 
shortening, a tea«poonful of salt, and 
two tablespoonfuls of molasses. AVhen 
cool add < nc-third of a yeast cake soft- 
ened and mixed with a half cupful of 
lukewarm water, three cupfuls of 
whole wheat flour and two cupfuls of 
white flour; mix with a knife to a 
dough, adding as much flour as Is 
needed. Wash the bowl and butter it, 
then put bac'i the bread to rise in a 
warm place. 
When double its bulk, 


cut into two loaves, shape and bake

Was Model of Efficiency 


When Rome Invaded the Germanic 


countries—about 11 B C., or Julius 
Caesar's time—the Roman general staff 
was obliged to send back to the rear 
along the Rhine and the Lippe—large 
amounts of grain and other rations, 
says the People's Home Journal. The 
\ossels in which these were transport- 
ed nearly 2,000 years ago have been 
found in mounds of earth nnd refuse 
recently excavated. These great earth- 
en vessels are marked with many 
nsciiptions 
regarding 
their con- 


tents, showing how carefully the Ro- 
man general staff did its work. 
As 


an example of efficiency the Roman 
military organization has been the 
wonder of the world. 
From the in- 


scriptions on these vessels one dis- 
covers how the Roman soldier was 
fed. 
His rations evidently consisted 


of bread, the staff of life, for the 
preparation of which the grain was 
ground in small hand mills. 


Fish, snails, mussels and oysters, as 


well as many kinds of fiuit, especially 
peaches, were included in the bill of 
fare. 
Of metal vessels the common 


man of that day know very little; he 
ate from earthen ung! i/cd dishes and 
cooked his food in pots of the samp 
\\aie. 
A curious document has been 


found in the cavos of the 1,000 Budd- 
lias in India, wiitten about 000 A. D., 
and in n good state of preservation.

A Match for the Spider; 


Captures Victim by Trick 


I once s-avv, on the porch of ray 


residence on Lake llopatcong, a mud 
hornet deliberately fall into and en- 
tangle herself in a spider web, Hud- 
son Maxim writes in the North Amer- 
ican Iteview. 
The spider, peiching 


upon an outer corner ot Hie web, in- 
stantly sprang nt the hornet,- then 
stopped, and decided tliut it did not 
wt'nt to tackle the hornet, and re- 
tin lied to its peich. 


After waiting a while for the spider 


to come to the attack, the hornet 
freed herself very easily from the 
web; and I watched her fly several 
times in circles and then deliberately 
alight in another nearby web and en- 
tangle herself m it. 
Instantly the 


aleit spider, evidently either more 
liungiy or less cautious than the oth 
er, sprang upon the hornet, when, 
with an alacntj that would shame the 
lightning, and with a precision devel- 
oped bejond the contingency of error, 
that hornet seized the spider, jabbed 
her sting into it and paralyzed it. 
Thou she did it up nicely and carried 
it away. 


I learned afterward, In the study of 


usects, that this is the regular habit 
of the mud hornet—that she catches 
spiders in this manner, paralyzing 
hem with her sting. She places them 
one after another in a mud pocket 
hat she has constructed for the pur- 
lose, until she has enough canned 
spiders to feed her j-ouug when they 
hatch out in the spring. The spiders 
do not die, but remain alive m their 
prison until attacked by the larvae of 
the hornet and eaten at the proper 
time. liather hard on the spiders— 
but the habits of the spiders them- 
selves are not such as to elicit much 
sympathy. 


Have you tried "fifty-fifty biscuits"— 


Uncle Sum's latest idea for saving 
wheat flour in hot bread? You use two 
cupfuls of cormneal. soy beans which 
can be home ground, finely crushed 
peanuts, or rice Hour to two cupfuls of 
white flour. Or you can use one cup- 
ful of cornmeal nnd one cupful of 
ground soy beans or crushed peanuts 
with Hie wheat product. 


You can make "fifty-fifty" muffins 


with one and one-half cupfuls of cook* 
ed and mashed sweet or Irish potato* 
or cooked cereal, or ground soy beans, 
to an equal amount of flour. Thea 
there are "fifty-fifty" recipes for waf- 
ers and for cornmeal cookies. 


How to make all these "fifty-fifties" 


as well as home methods for entire 
cornmeal gems and yeast breads and 
rolls made in part of finely crushed 
peanuts, sweet or Irish potato, soy 
bean meal which can be made at homo 
by grinding soy beans in a handmlll, 
rice, cornmeal, or cooked cereals, are 
described in detail in United States de- 
partment of agriculture circular No. A 
91, "Partial Substitutes for Wheat in 
Bread Making." Here is a sample re- 
cipe—the one for "fifty-fifty" biscuits 
as worked out by Hannah L. Wess- 
ling, specialist in home demonstration 
work : 


Two cupfuls corn meal, ground soy 


beans or finely ground peanuts, rice 
flour, or other substitute. 


Two cupfuls white flour. 
Four teaspoonfuls baking powder. 
Two teaspoonfuls salt. 
Four tablespoonfuls shortening. 
Liquid sufficient to mix to proper 


consistency (1 to 1% cupuls). 


Sift together the flour, meal, salt, 


and baking powder twice. Have the 
shortening as cold as possible and cut 
it into the mixture w ith a knife, finally 
rubbing it in with the hands. Mix 
quickly with the cold liquid (milk, 
skim milk, or water), forming a fairly 
soft dough which can be rolled on the 
board. Turn onto a floured board ; roll 
into a sheet not over one-half inch 
thick; cut into rounds; place these In 
lightly floured biscuit tins (or shallow 
pans), and make 10 to 12 minutes in a 
rather hot oven. If peanuts are used, 
the roasted and shelled nuts should be 
finely crushed w ith a rolling pin. 


In making the flour and peanut bis- 


cuits the flour and other dry ingredi- 
ents should be sifted together twice 
and then mixed thoroughly with the 
crushed peanuts.

If there is no other shade near the 


coops occupied by growing chicks, set 
the coops up from the ground on blocks 
so that the chicks can get under them 
and find protection from the sun. 


Never give spoiled food to young or 


old poultry, for it is likely to poisdn 
them or at least to cause digestive 
troubles. 


Be sure to clean the dishes in which 


you give milk to fowls or chicks at 
least once a day and disinfect them by. 
scalding. 
Otherwise, disease germs 


find in these dishes a very good place 
to multiply. 
' 


It is very essential to have the quar- 


ters In which you keep the chickens 
sanitary, and also to feed sweet, clean 
food.

In making a change In rations for 


little chicks it is better to be on the 
safe side and feed small grain instead 
of grains that are too large.

Packages to France. 


Instructions have been sent to the lo- 


cal poatoflice, to the effect that after No- 
vember 1 the weight limit of parcel poet 
packages to be sent to the member* of 
the United States army in France will be 
seven pounds.

Chambereburg town council on Tues-

Economical Dishes. 
Peanut butter is a highly nourishing 
food and may be used in various ways 
in the preparation of the meal. 


Peanut Loaf. 
To one-half cupful of finely chopped 
peanuts add a eupfnl of boiled rice, 
and one cupful of fine bread crumbs. 
Mix thoroughly, add a tablespoonful 
of softened peanut butter, one egg, 
well beaten, and a fourth of a teaspoon­ 
ful of sage. Form into a loaf and bake 
half an hour. Servo with tartar sauce. 


Rye Mush Meal. 
Mix a half cupful of rye meal, one- 
half cupful of cold water and a half 
teaspoonful of salt, add to one and a 
fourth cupfuls of boiling w ater and 
cook one hour in a double boiler. Servo 
with maple sirup. 


Tomato Mince Meat. 
Take a peck of green tomatoes, slice 
them and let stand In salt for 2*1 
hours, drain and add 24 apples, five 
pounds of brown sugar, three pounds 
of raisins, two pounds of currants, a 
tablespoonful of cinnamon, a teaspoon­ 
ful of cloves, one grated nutmeg and 
a pint of good vinegar, cook one and a 
half hours, tnen put Into glass cans 
and seal.

The 
blood of Italy’s sons dried on every 
leaf and gravel path, and her wounded 
lay where the Red Cross could never 
reach—at the feet of these eternal 
piles, mangled masses of human fiesh. 
The 
Bersaglleri, 
Italy’s 
strange, 
swift-loping infantry, was going into 
the actio n ; expert, accurate m arks­ 
men, every man. 
The advanced patrols and several 
on the flanks had engaged enemy pa­ 
trols several times and had only suc­ 
ceeded In adding to the perplexities 
of tlie situation. 
Suddenly there was a challenge, an 
oath In Italian, and presently a cor­ 
poral was seen making his way to the 
main body. 
With him was a woman— 
a young girl, self possessed and smil­ 
ing. 
She inquires her way to the com­ 


manding officer. 
She carries an auto­ 
matic at her hip and she knows the 
Austrian position. 
She is a native of 
the parts and has won the confidence 
of Austrian ofllcers. 
The engine of blue steel flashes 
dully from her hip to her hand and 
points upivurd 
and 
onward. 
She 
cheers—a wild Italian mountain cry 
—and the troops respond. 
The officer 
had not the chance for orders—if he 
would have given them. 
Before he 
realized the situation the Bersaglleri 
were In m otion; following the young 
woman, who marched 
rapidly 
and 
firmly with her automatic In the fore, 
greedy for a target. 
They soon encounter their own ad­ 
vanced patrols and, joining, they make 
a precarious way over piles of age- 
worn rock. 
Direct to the task she leads them. 
She fights with them; her pistol spit­ 
ting its doses of death into enemy 
breasts; her cheers 
ringing 
shrilly 
above the maelstrom of swirling foes, 
and steel firing steel on its errand 
into enemy vitals. 
The encounter was violent and de­ 
cisive. 
The Austrians were routed-^ 
to be technically correct—were anni­ 
hilated. 
The Italians occupied the 
position and signalled 
headquarters 
the location of adjacent enemy out­ 
posts. 
The result ivas the eventual 
occupation by the Italian armies of tho 
entire Austrian system on that sector. 
In Home, a few days later, a “medal 
to military valor” was struck and pre­ 
sented to a coy young girl, who in­ 
sisted that she had done nothing re­ 
markable in thus serving her country. 
Italian poets and novelists are per­ 
petuating her name and exploit. 
She

If on Sunny Side of Seventy 


Bread Crumb Griddle Cakes. 
Take a pint of thick sour milk, a 
half teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoon­ 
ful of soda, one egg, one cupful of 
whole wheat flour and enough white 
flour to make a batter with one cupful 
of break crumbs. Beat well and cook 
on a hot griddle. 


Oatmeal Bread. 
Pour two cupfuls of scalded milk on 
one and a half cupfuls of uncooked 
oatm eal; add two tablespoonfuls of 
shortening, a teaspoonful of salt, and 
two tablespoonfuls of molasses. When 
cool add one-third of a yeast cake soft­ 
ened and mixed with a half cupful of 
lukewarm 
water, 
three 
cupfuls 
of 
whole wheat flour and two cupfuls of 
white flour; mix with a knife to a 
dough, adding as m u ch 'flo u r as Is 
needed. W ash the bowl and butter it, 
then put back the bread to rise in a 
warm place. 
When double Its bulk, 
cut into two loaves, shape and bake 
one hour after it has risen to double 
its bulk again.

When tho ceremony was over 
and the guests were leaving, some one 
remarked to Dum as: “I have often 
wondered a t your kindness to this 
man. 
Surely yours is a remarkably 
forgiving nature, for, although lie in- 
suited you grossly, you have assidu­ 
ously looked out for his happiness 
ever since and even assisted him in 
getting married.” 
"Quite right,** an­ 
swered Dumas. 
“I flatter myself that 
I have given 
the 
fellow the most 
furious and lynx-eyed mother-in-law 
to be found in France.” 


A generation ago It was customary 
to talk of those who had reached forty 
as of mature ago. 
A man of those 
years is now considered young, and 
at sixty or seventy can have a bril­ 
liant future still ahead. 
T hat our forefathers had no such 
conception of relative youthfulness can 
easily bo shown, says Thomas F. Za- 
gon In Leslie’s Weekly. 
The Constitu­ 
tion provided that no one should be 
eligible for election to the senate at 
an earlier ago than thirty-five, the 
reasons advanced being that such a 
restriction was necessary in order to 
keep the senate made up of grave and 
reverend 
seigniors—elder statesmen, 
who would not be blown about with 
every veering wind of political doc­ 
trine. 
Today there is not a senator 
who is just barely beyond the age 
limit, and the great majority do not 
come Into senatorial honors short of 
fifty and fifty-five. 
Alexander Hamilton was a sedate 
secretary of the treasury at thirty-two. 
The younger Pitt became prime minis­ 
ter, first lord of the treasury, and 
chancellor of tho exchequer of Eng­ 
land 
at 
twenty-four. 
Washington 
spoke of retirement from active life 
to well-earned rest and leisure for 
his remaining years when still but 
forty-six. 
In recent times we have had no 
presidents young in years by tho for­ 
mer standards, unless Roosevelt be 
classed as an exception In connection 
with his first term of service. Even 
the popular novelists have sensed the 
change, now making their successful 
business men of forty or thereabouts 
attractive to tho heart of the female 
reader. 
This is admittedly an ago of 
young men, as has been claimed, but 
they are still young anywhere on tho 
sunny side of seventy, and many of tho 
most efficient have passed the three 
score mark.

Raindrops Make Lightning. 


An English scientist declares that 
the splitting of raindrops in falling 
through the ascending air currents, 
which are characteristic of thunder­ 
storms, is the source of lightning, Tho 
small drops with negative charges go 
up with the wind while large ones with 
positive charges stay below. Thus dur­ 
ing a thunderstorm there is usually a 
region of positive electricity between 
the positive earth and tho negative up­ 
per portion. 
When the charge has 
become suilicient a series of direct cur­ 
rent discharges usually takes place 
along approximately the same line and 
these reduce what we see as a light­ 
ning flash. 


Military Organization of 
Romans 2,000 Years Ago 
Was Model of Efficiency 


When Rome invaded the Germanic 
countries—about 11 B. C„ or Julius 
Caesar’s time— the Roman general staff 
was obliged to send back to the rear 
along the Rhine and tho Lippe—large 
amounts of grain and other rations, 
says the People’s Home Journal. 
The 
vessels In which these were transport­ 
ed nearly 2,000 years ago have been 
found in mounds of earth and refuse 
recently excavated. These great earth­ 
en vessels are marked with many 
inscriptions 
regarding 
their 
con­ 
tents, showing how carefully the Ro­ 
man general staff did its work. 
As 
an example of efficiency the Roman 
military organization has been the 
wonder of the world. 
From the in­ 
scriptions on these vessels one dis­ 
covers how the Roman soldier was 
fed. 
Ills rations evidently consisted 
of bread, the staff of life, for the 
preparation of which the grain was 
ground in small hand mills. 
Fish, snails, mussels and oysters, as 
well as many kinds of fruit, especially 
peaches, were included in the bill of 
fare. 
Of metal vessels the common 
man of that day knew very little; ho 
ate from earthen unglazed dishes and 
cooked his food in puts of the same 
ware. 
A curious document has been 
found in the caves of tho 1,000 Budd­ 
has in India, written about 000 A. D„ 
and In a good state of preservation. 
The author, a military officer by the 
name of Bagatur C h illi, pronounces 
In angry terms his dissatisfaction with 
the food supplied by the commissary de­ 
partment, viz: 
One sheep and two 
butts of water for the commanding oill- 
cor and 30 adjutants, all of whose 
names 
are 
recorded, 
“Bagtii, 
the 
commissary, is a wretched, good-for- 
nothing slave,” declared Bagatur. This 
complaint recorded over 1,000 years 
ago, is the “touch of nature which 
¿nukes the whole world kin.” 


¡Mud Hornet Is More Than 
A Match for the Spider; 
Captures Victim by Trick 


I once saw, on the porch of my 
residence on Lake Ilopatcong, a mud 
hornet deliberately fall into and en­ 
tangle herself in a spider w’eb, Hud­ 
son Maxim writes in the North Amer­ 
ican Review. 
The spider, perching 
upon an outer corner of the web, in­ 
stantly sprang at the hornet,- then 
stopped, and decided thut it did not 
want to tackle the hornet, and re­ 
turned to its perch. 
After waiting a while for the spider 
to come to the attack, the hornet 
freed herself very easily from the 
w eb ; and I watched her fly several 
times in circles and then deliberately 
alight in another nearby web and en­ 
tangle herself in it. 
Instantly the 
alert spider, evidently either more 
hungry or less cautious than the oth­ 
er, sprang upon the hornet, w’lien, 
with an alacrity that would shame the 
lightning, and with a precision devel­ 
oped beyond the contingency of error, 
that hornet seized the spider, jabbed 
her sting into it and paralyzed it. 
Then she did it up nicely and carried 
it away. 
I learned afterward, in the study of 
insects, that this is the regular habit 
of the mud hornet—that she catches 
spiders in this manner, paralyzing 
them with her sting. 
She places them 
one after another in a mud pocket 
that she has constructed for the pur­ 
pose, until she has enough canued 
spiders to feed her young when they 
hatch out in the spring. 
The spiders 
do not die, but remain alive in their 
prison until attacked by the larvae of 
the hornet and eaten a t the proper 
time. 
R ather hard on the spiders— 
but tho habits of the spiders them­ 
selves are not such as to elicit much 
sympathy. 


Have you tried “fifty-fifty biscuits”— 
Uncle Sam’s latest idea for saving 
wheat flour in hot bread? You use two 
cupfuls of cornmeal, soy beans which 
can be home ground, finely crushed 
peanuts, or rice flour to two cupfuls of 
white flour. 
Or you can use one cup­ 
ful of cornmeal and one cupful of 
ground soy beans or crushed peanuts 
with the wheat product. 
You can make “fifty-fifty” muffins 
with one and one-half cupfuls of cook­ 
ed and mashed sweet or Irish potato, 
or cooked cereal, or ground soy beans, 
to an equal amount of flour. 
Then 
there are “fifty-fifty” recipes for waf­ 
ers and for cornmeal cookies. 
How to make all these “fifty-fifties” 
as well as home methods for entire 
cornmeal gems and yeast breads and 
rolls made in part of finely crushed 
peanuts, sw*oet 
or Irish 
potato, soy 
bean meal which can be made at homo 
by grinding soy beans In a handmlll, 
rice, cornmeal, or cooked cereals, are 
described in detail in United States de­ 
partment of agriculture circular No. A 
91, “Partial Substitutes for Wheat in 
Bread Making.” 
Here is a sample re­ 
cipe—the one for “fifty-fifty” biscuits 
as worked out by Hannah L. Wess- 
ling. specialist in home demonstration 
w o rk : 
Two cupfuls corn meal, ground soy 
beans or finely ground peanuts, rice 
flour, or other substitute. 
Two cupfuls white flour. 
Four teaspoonfuls baking powder. 
Two teaspoonfuls salt. 
Four tablespoonfuls shortening. 
Liquid sufficient to mix to proper 
consistency (1 to 1V2 cupuls). 
Sift together the flour, meal, salt, 
and baking powder twice. 
Have the 
shortening as cold as possible and cut 
it into the mixture with a knife, finally 
rubbing it in with 
the hands. 
Mix 
quickly with the 
cold 
liquid (milk, 
skim milk, or w*ater), forming a fairly 
soft dough which can be rolled on tho 
board. Turn onto a floured b o ard ; roll 
into a sheet not over one-half inch 
thick; cut into rounds; place these in 
lightly floured biscuit tins (or shallow 
pans), and make 10 to 12 minutes in a 
rather hot oven. 
If peanuts are used, 
the roasted and shelled nuts should bo 
finely crushed with a rolling pin. 
In making the flour and peanut bis­ 
cuits the flour and other dry ingredi­ 
ents should be sifted together twice 
and then mixed thoroughly with the . 
crushed peanuts.

Guard Little Expenses and 
Big Ones Give No Trouble 


It is not “mean” to keep an account 
of little expenses, observes an ex­ 
change. 
The United States govern­ 
ment requires all postmasters to col­ 
lect and sell wraste paper and string, 
and render an account of tho money 
realized from the sale; army ofllcers 
are required to account for every ham ­ 
mer, every bit of harness, yard of 
cloth or gilt button; and the weather 
bureau requires its observers to re­ 
port the disposition of every postage 
stamp. 
So it is in every great mercantile or 
manufacturing establishment, the lit­ 
tle expenses are rigidly looked after, 
because experience has shown that 
in the aggregate they amount to large 
sums. 
Take care of the pennies by noting 
where they go, and you will be sur­ 
prised to find how the practice will act 
as a check on useless expenditure. 
Keep a guard on the little expenses 
and you will have no trouble with the 
big ones. 
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POULTRY POINTERS 


Speed Up. 


You never can tell the limit of your 
capacity until you have been compelled 
to speed up. 
Many a fellow goes 
through life with average rating who 
has in him the fitness of the topnotch* 
er. 
The trouble is he has never been 
brought to his limit. 
His daily tasks 
have made no great demands on him 
and he has learned to take life easy. 
Such fellow's need the challenge of a 
great speeding'up. 
They n.eed a cali 
to their reserve forces ‘that will com­ 
pel a response from every fibre of 
their being. 
They need to have the 
consciousness 
of 
their own ability 
roused to action.—Pennsylvania Grit. 
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Crate fattening is 
practiced 
with 
good results by some 
farmers 
and 
when a large number of old hens are 
to be fattened Uie crate will be more 
satisfactory than the brood coop meth­ 
od. 
If there is no other shade near the 
coops occupied by growing chicks, set 
the coops up from the ground on blocks 
so that the chicks can get under them 
and find protection from tho sun. 
Never give spoiled food to young or 
old poultry, for it is likely to poisdli 
them or at least to cause digestive 
troubles. 
Be sure to clean the dishes in which 
you give milk to fowls or chicks at 
least once a day and disinfect them by 
scalding. 
Otherwise, disease germs 
find in these dishes a very good place, 
to multiply. 
It is very essential to have the quar­ 
ters in which you keep the chickens 
sanitary, and also to feed sweet, clean 
food. 
An ounce of creolin in one quart ol 
kerosene makes an effective remedy 
for mites and fleas.
